Quick Surveys of Construction Events 


PA bigger and better Road Show is 
promised for the highway builders in 
January at Chicago. War in Europe is 
not going to interfere as it did in the 
case of the show of the machine tool 
industry. In fact, the builders of road 
equipment hold that a war boom will 
make it imperative for road engineers 
and contractors to know what equip- 
ment is available to increase the effi- 
' ciency of their work. 


>The probable effect of the war on 
American industries is beginning to 
show in the Pittsburgh district where 
steel mills are taking on new men and 
adding shifts and where expansion 
plans are being formed. 


> Across the border in Canada, where 
a nominal state of war exists, a quick 

J survey of current normal construction 
shows little evidence of any curtailment 
of such work to clear the way for war 
operations. 


> Bids on Friant Dam, second big dam 
of the Central Valley project, ranged 
from $8,715,359 to $12,483,173, a dif- 
ference of nearly half the low bid. 




















> The President has suggested that 
Pennsylvania’s new toll road from Pitts- 
burgh to Harrisburg be extended to 
Philadelphia to form an express route 
from the Pittsburgh steel mills to the 
Philadelphia navy yard.

President Favors Extension 
of Pennsylvania Highway 


Extension of Pennsylvania’s new toll 
superhighway from its present east- 
ern terminal near Harrisburg to the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard is favored by 
President Roosevelt as a military trans- 
portation link between the Pittsburgh 
steel mills and the yard, according to 
Walter A. Jones, chairman of the Penn- 
sylvania Turnpike Commission who had 
a conference with the President on 
Sept. 4. Contractors are now building 
the Pittsburgh and Harrisburg section. 

Jones explained that the commission 
will continue plans for extension of 
the highway to Philadelphia, the plans 
to be presented to the Pennsylvania offi- 
cials for their consideration. 
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Chicago Road Show 
Gets Wide Support 


Road builders plan bigger show 
as an aid to their industry in 
meeting war emergency 


Reporting to the directors of the 
American Road Builders Association 
at Detroit, Sept. 13, Charles Upham, 
director, said that 20 per cent more 
space than in Cleveland had been re- 
quested for the Chicago road show in 
January by each of the exhibitors al- 
ready signed up. Enthusiasm was unani- 
mous for a larger exhibit with a con- 
vention devoted to education on the 
normal need for highways as well as 
the abnormal needs to serve during 
emergencies such as may develop should 
the European situation continue and 
this country’s industries be called on 
for unusual commitments. Mr. Upham 
reported that many high officials have 
accepted invitations to address the con- 
vention, among them officials from the 
War Department, PWA and Depart- 
ment of Commerce, also John M. Car- 


mody, Thomas Macdonald, Senator 
Hayden and_ Representative Cart- 
wright. 


The report of the Public Roads Ad- 
ministration on _ interregional roads 
seems to have had few critics, prac-

Work on Kingsley Dam 
Back on Schedule 


Work on Kingsley Dam which was 
delayed by right-of-way troubles (ENR 
Sept. 7, p. 309) is back on schedule, 
according to the engineers of the Cen- 
tral Nebraska Public Power and Irri- 
gation District. The railroad company 
is now running traffic over the relo- 
cated line, which it declined to take 
over until a clear title had been ob- 
tained to the right-of-way, and the con- 
tractor has been able to occupy the 
old right-of-way through the dam site. 
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PWA Payment Resumed 
On Alabama Projects 


PWA funds again are being paid 
over to Alabama for its building proj- 
ects, according to John M. Carmody, 
Federal Works Administrator. Carmody 
had stopped payments on eight dormi- 
tories and a hospital building because 
the Alabama legislature had passed the 
Booth Act, an act requiring public 
power bodies to buy up existing private 
electric utilities in the areas which the 
public agency expected to serve (ENR, 
Sept. 7, p. 313). 

Carmody said that he had been in- 
formed that both houses of the Ala- 
bama legislature had passed a bill 
which exempted PWA projects from 
the provisions of the Booth Act, an act 
which would have prevented PWA’s 
participation in a number of public 
works projects in the state. He said that 
the amendatory legislation will remove 
inhibitions and prevent possible litiga- 
tion which would have tied up the pub- 
lic works program in Alabama. In view 
of these circumstances, Mr. Carmody 
has authorized the PWA to proceed in 
carrying out its agreements with the 
local bodies in Alabama.

tically all governmental agencies feel- 
ing that in addition to the present pro- 
gram of road building there should be 
additional work to develop adequate 
highway transportation facilities. Since 
contractors can count on at least a du- 
plication of this year’s program plus 
something more, the directors were all 
optimistic as to the impetus given to 
the show to make it more elaborate 
and useful than any yet put on. 

The decision of the tool makers to 
cancel their show this year had given 
rise to rumors of possible abandon- 
ment of the Road Show, but the direc- 
tors did not consider such a possibility. 
Rather, all indicated strong faith in 
the timeliness and usefulness of the 
show this winter to educate the public 
and public officials as to the place of 
roads in the transportation system -of 
the country. 

Men, not dollars, will be at a pre- 
mium if the war emergency develops 
as now seems probable. Drying up of 
relief rolls should check the trend to 
diversion of highway funds it was 
stated. Labor-saving equipment will 
again be at a premium. The location 
of highways may be changed for better 
service to vital industries. Such were 
the views expressed by leaders in the 
field. They virtually assure that the 
road show will be held. 
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Highway Engineers 
Meet in Idaho 


Montana National Bituminous 
Conference at Sun: Valley attended 
by 36 men. 


About 360 persons, representing 24 
states, the District of Columbia and 
Canada, attended the 1939 Montana Na- 
tional Bituminous Conference last week 
at Sun Valley, Idaho. Following the 
opening ceremonies, the subject of high- 
way safety was the theme of the morn- 
ing meeting on the first day. “Safety 
on the Highway”, a paper by Ralph L. 
Lee, public relations staff of the Gen- 
eral Motors Corp., and “Importance of 
the Design, Construction and Mainte- 
nance of Bituminous Surfaces to Na- 
tional Highway Safety”, by R. A. 
Moyer, research associate professor in 
highway engineering at Iowa State Col- 
lege, were the basis of a study of safety 
on present highways. Safety on future 
highways was covered in two papers, 
“Highways of Tomorrow” by Charles 
M. Upham, engineer-director of Amer- 
ican Road Builders Association, and 
“Bituminous Highway Surfaces of To- 
morrow” by F. C. Lang, engineer of 
tests, inspection and research, Univer- 
sity of Minnesota’s highway depart- 
ment laboratory. Upham’s paper was 
read by C. W. Slee, assistant engineer 
director of the A.R.B.A., and Lang’s 
by H. H. Houk, engineer of the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority, Washington, 


Applied Research 


W. S. Housel, research consultant 
with the Michigan state highway labora- 
tory, was chairman of the first after- 
noon meeting which dealt with “Re- 
search as Applied to Construction and 
Maintenance of Bituminous Surfaces.” 
This was followed by three half-day 
meetings given over to “Fundamental 
Bituminous Construction”, “Design and 
Construction of Bituminous Surfaces”, 
and “Maintenance of Bituminous Sur- 
faces.” J. E. Buchanan, dean of the col- 
lege of engineering at the University 
of Idaho, led the discussion of the fun- 
damentals of é6nstruction, D. F. Sei- 
fried, office engineer of the Wyoming 
state highway department, was chair- 
man of the program dealing with design 
and construction, and T. R. Perry, bitu- 
minous engineer of the Iowa state high- 
way commission, was in charge of the 
discussion considering maintenance. 

Prior to conclusion of the meeting, a 
round-table discussion was held which 
lasted for four hours and proved to be 
one of the high points of the conference. 
Then the meeting ended with an inspec- 
tion trip to visit projects of special 
interest.

of costs was the chief means to stim. 
ulate building. Government credit and 
subsidies have failed to do so, he ex. 
plained. 

Arnold will publish a detailed state. 
ment of the factors restraining the build. 
ing industry as soon as his prosecutions 
start. Meanwhile, he stated they include 
manufacturers, patent owners, contrac. 
tors, and labor. He counts upon the 
threat of prosecution to do more than 
actual prosecution to eliminate illegal 
practices. In cities where investigations 
have been under way, conditions 
have already improved, he claims. His 
listing of illegal practices will make it 
easier for consumers and competitors 
to attack combinations; it will serve 
also as a guide to law abiding business 
men, it is believed. 


Army Plans to Construct 
New England Air Base 


Construction is to start immediately 
near Holyoke, Mass. on the Army’s 
new $8,000,000 Northeast air base, 
last of the new bases approved by Con- 
gress. The first construction is to cost 


$3,613,000. 


Work on Niagara Span 
To Start This Fall 


Actual construction work at Niagara 
Falls on the Rainbow Bridge, being 
built by the Niagara Falls Bridge Com- 
mission, an international body, is ex- 
pected to begin this fall. The commis- 
sion’s engineers have been instructed 
to rush the plans for the abutments 
and piers of the bridge, for which sep- 
arate contracts will be let as soon 4s 
possible. 

The commission has voted for an 
immediate sale of $3,620,000 of bonds 
in the public market to finance the 
work, with bids on the bond issue to be 
opened Sept. 22. An extra cost of from 
$200,000 to $400,000 is expected be- 
cause of the unsettled condition of the 
bead market. 
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Charles M. Reppert Dies— 
Long Active in Pittsburgh 


Charles M. Reppert, consulting en- 
gineer, of Pittsburgh, vice-president of 
the American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers, and former chief engineer of the 
Public Works Department of Pitts- 
burgh, died there Sept. 16 in a fall 
from the Schenley Park Bridge. He 
had driven to the Carnegie Library 
with Mrs. Reppert, had parked the car 
and told her he might go for a walk 
while she was in the library. 

Reppert was born in Pittsburgh in 
1880, graduated as a civil engineer 
from Cornell in 1904 and soon there- 
after joined the engineering department 
of the Bureau of Filtration at Pitts- 
burgh. Three years later he transferred 
to the Bureau of Construction of the 
Department of Public Works, becoming 
division engineer in 1910 and assistant 
superintendent in 1912. Subsequently 
he became designing engineer of the 
design division of the department. 

During the World War Reppert was 
associated with Morris Knowles on the 
design and construction of Camp 
Meade, Maryland, from which work he 
went to the housing division of the 
Emergency Fleet Corp. After the war 
he joined the firm of Morris Knowles, 
Inc. and remained there until 1921, 
when he returned to city service as 
chief engineer of the Bureau of Engi- 
neering. Later he went into private 
practice for a brief period, but when 
the Department of Public Works of 
Allegheny County was organized he 
gave up that practice to become as-

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sistant director of the department. In 
1926 Mr. Reppert again returned to 
the city service to become chief engi- 
neer of the Department of Public 
Works. 

While serving the city and the county 
in these two latter capacities Reppert 
supervised construction of the Boule- 
vard of the Allies, widening of Grant 
St., construction of the Mt. Washing- 
ton Roadway, the East St. Bridge and 
the grade separation in Irving St. 

Reppert was dismissed by Mayor Mc- 
Nair in 1935 as the result of a dis- 
agreement.on policy. Since that time he 
has been in private practice. 

Reppert was an engineer of unusual 
ability. He combined rare technical 
judgment and a high degree of design 
skill with fairness and broad vision. An 
energetic and tireless worker, he in- 
terested himself in civic and profes- 
sional affairs in addition to his tech- 
nical duties. His personal qualities won 
him a wide circle of friends. 


Bridge Cost Bill Vetoed 


A bill which would have changed 
the method of allocating the cost of 
building or reconstructing bridges over 
waterways, which was passed by Con- 
gress near the end of the last session, 
was vetoed by President Roosevelt on 
Aug. 14. It was incorrectly classed 
among the approved legislation pub- 
lished in our issue of Aug. 17, p. 196. 
The bill proposed to assess against rail- 
roads or highways only the cost of work 
that could be shown to be beneficial to 
the owners.

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Reader Vote on WPA 
Opposes System 


Degree of opposition varies 
according to type of job held by 


those casting the votes 


Contractors are most articulate in 
their opposition to WPA construction 
activities and city and county engineers 
are least so, according to the vote thus 
far received in connection with the pro 
and con discussion of the WPA ques- 
tion by F. C. Harrington and W. A. 
Klinger in Engineering News-Record, 
Aug. 31, 1939, p. 60. All classifications 
of readers returned more “no” than 
“yes” votes on the question “Should 
WPA Continue in Construction?” Ra- 
tios of no to yes votes are as follows: 
general contractors and_ sub-contrac- 
tors, 23:1; consulting engineers, 7:1; 
federal and state engineers, 3:1; city 
and county engineers 114:1; teachers, 
3:1; and general, 5%4:1. 

Despite the appearance of the dis- 
cussion in an issue that reached readers 
at a time when war news from news- 
papers and radio was at its height, re- 
turns are high and are continuing to 
come in. Latest totals show 862 cards 
returned. Most readers vote a straight 
yes or no, although about a dozen have 
added qualifications and 5 or 6 have 
written detailed discussions. Such added 
statements are welcome. 


Steel Production Booms 
In Pittsburgh District 


Steel production rose to 73 per cent 
capacity in the Pittsburgh district at 
the opening of this week, a six point 
rise over the previous Monday. Since 
Sept. 1 the Carnegie-Illinois Steel 
Corp. and the Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Corp. have recalled 4,500 men. Simi- 
larly the coal and coke companies have 
recalled furloughed men. Renewed ac- 
tivities in the steel producers has stim- 
ulated work in such organizations as 
the Blaw-Knox Co. and the United 
Engineering & Foundry Co. The latter 
is reported to be planning an expan- 
sion of its Youngstown plant costing 
$750,000. The American Bridge Co. also 


. has a large number of new orders in 


its books. 
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Building Materials Exempt

Tadustrial preparedness for war or peace is being advanced 
in Indianapolis where the Allison Division of General 
Motors is rushing to completion a new factory to be devoted 
to the manufacture and development of its liquid-cooled 
aircraft engines. Designed and built by The Austin Co. of 
Cleveland, the new plant follows the precedent of window- 
less masonry walls and controlled lighting and aircondi- 
tioning set by the recently completed plant of the Simonds 
Saw & Steel Co. in Fitchburg, Mass. With an area of 240,000 
sq. ft. on a single floor the Allison factory will be the largest 
windowless factory yet built. An office building with monv- 
mental facades is attached to the front of the factory. 
Designed by Austin it is. being built by The National Con- 
crete Fire Proofing Co., Cleveland. 

Incoming materials will enter the plant at a receiving 
dock at the east end from which they will move into two 
production lines, one for ferrous and one for non-ferrous 
materials, along the north and south walls, while the press 
shop, welding department, heat-treating and other metal 
finishing will be located in between. These parts will move 
into the sub-assembly and final assembly as they move 
toward the west end where the shipping department will 
be located. The building includes a power plant equipped 
with Diesel engines capable of supplying all the power 
required for manufacturing and lighting.

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OBITUARY 


Rapwaet J. Smytu, chief of the en- 
gineering bureau of Bronx County, N. 
Y., died last week in New York City. 
Smyth was a graduate of Cooper Union 
and had done post graduate work in 
engineering at Columbia University, 
New York University and Brooklyn 
Polytechnic. He joined the Bronx engi- 
neering department in 1907, later be- 
coming engineer of design and deputy 
chief engineer, and in 1938 was ap- 
pointed chief engineer. In earlier life 
he had worked for a time with the 
New York Rapid Transit Commission. 
Recently he had been in charge of con- 
structing the new Triborough Bridge 
approach through the Bronx. 





P. F. Meape, consulting engineer at 
Denver for the Western Portland Ce- 
ment Association, died Sept. 11 at the 


-age of 62. Meade had been associated 


with the cement industry in the Rocky 
Mountain region for the past 23 years, 
having started as district engineer with 
the Portland Cement Association at its 
Denver office. Subsequently he became 
district manager of the western associ- 
ation and then consulting engineer. 


Sipney Owen, 64, secretary-treasurer 
of the Rathbun-Jones Engineering Co., 
Toledo, O., died Sept. 16. Forty-four 
years ago Owen started his engineering 
career with the S. M. Jones Co. and 
later was one of the founders of the 
Rathbun-Jones Engineering Co. 


Freperick E. Rice, 82, assistant en- 
gineer for the Milwaukee R. R. at 
Minneapolis until his retirement in 
1937, died recently in Winlock, Wash. 
One of his early positions with the 
Milwaukee line was that of resident 
engineer at Pontis, S. D., a position held 
from 1906 to 1908. He was in charge 
of construction of the road’s short line 
bridge over the Mississippi River be- 
tween Minneapolis and St Paul. 


Avsert G. Norton, 74, former bridge 
engineer, died Sept. 12 at Middletown, 
N. Y. 


Atrreo B. Hetrricn, 76, who was 
connected with the Indianapolis Water 
Co. for 57 years in the construction 
department, died Sept. 12. He had been 
in charge of the construction of the 
filter plant, aqueduct and other import- 
ant improvements by the company at 
Indianapolis. 


CuesteR THOMPSON of Seattle, 
Wash., died there Sept. 7. Thompson 
designed and built the Yelm irriga- 
tion system in Western Washington 
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and had worked as a construction en- 
gineer in various parts of the Pacific 
Northwest. He was 67 years old. 


Tuomas H. HENNESsEY, SR., organ- 
izer and for many years president of 
the Monarch Engineering Co., Buffalo, 
N. Y., died Sept. 9. His company hav- 
ing specialized in the building of grain 
elevators, he had been in charge of the 
construction of many large elevators on 
the Buffalo waterfront. 


T. L. Latin, 52, superintendent of the 
Cleburne, Tex., waterworks for the 
past nine years, was fatally injured 
Sept. 9 in an automobile accident near 
Fort Worth, Tex. 


J. R. Bryan, WPA supervisor at 
Whitesboro, Tex., died there Sept. 8. 


Joun A. Burns, superintendent of 
streets for New Britain, Conn., died 
Sept. 7. Burns had been associated 
with the public works department of 
New Britain for several years, having 
been made superintendent of streets 
three years ago. He was 37 years old. 


Joun W. STANCHFIELD, 79, retired 
builder, died Sept. 6 in Seattle, Wash. 


Orto DuNKEL, 60, construction en- 
gineer since 1932 associated with the 
Kinney Iron Works, died in Los Angeles 
Sept. 11. Serving for 30 years as chief 
engineer in charge of design for the 
Llewellyn Iron Works, he had been 
closely associated with the building in- 
dustry in Los Angeles since 1900. Born 
and educated in Germany, Dunkel came 
to the United States 40 years ago to 
work with the West Side Structural 
Co., Watervliet, N. Y., and then with 
the T. H. Brooks Co., Cleveland, O. 


Cuartes N. Wricut, president of the 
Wright Engineering Co. of Los Angeles, 
died Sept. 6 at the age of 61. Wright 
had been in the surveying and engi- 
neering field in and about Los Angeles 
since his youth, having taken over the 
business of his father, E. T. Wright, 
one of the earliest of the pioneer sur- 
veyors in Southern California. 


Epwarp D. RutH, 66, a pioneer in 
the field of waterworks development 
and the builder of numerous water sys- 
tems in Southeastern Pennsylvania, 
was found dead from a bullet wound 
in his car near Lancaster, Pa., on 
Sept. 8. The former Lancaster, Pa., 
waterworks superintendent had com- 
mitted suicide, according to a coroner’s 
verdict. 


ALBERT CHAMBERLAIN, 83, a former 
builder and contractor of Toronto, Ont., 
died recently in that city. 
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Aucustus C. Hons, retired civ 
gineer, died Sept. 17, in New \

Ox THE Grand COULEE DAM project 
drillers in hard hats are spending their 
days in bosun seats slung over the 
sheer granite space that is to be the 
west abutment of the dam and also the 
back wall of the pumping plant. For 
five years this cutting away of the can 
yon walls has been under way. Now, 
concrete is going into the upper portions 
of the dam and along the west canyon 
walls the rock face is being prepared 
for large pipes through which water 
will be pumped up into the Coulee. 
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Hetch Hetchy Power Sale 
Approved by Appeals Court 


A decision upholding San Fran- 
cisco’s right to dispose of Hetch 
Hetchy power, through its present 
agreement with the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co., was handed down Sept. 
13 by the U. S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. This decision reverses a U. S. 
District Court ruling which held that 
the city was violating provisions of the 
Raker Act and hence ordered dissolu- 
tion of the agreement under which the 
city had been disposing of the power. 
The suit was initially brought by 
representatives of Secretary Ickes, head 
of the Department of the Interior, and, 
after last week’s decision was an- 
nounced, the statement was made by 
representatives of the department that 
if a rehearing cannot be had petition 
for a writ of review will be filed with 
the U. S. Supreme Court. 

The Sept. 13 decision finds that the 
Raker Act contains nothing requiring 
the city to construct or acquire power 
distribution facilities and that the gov- 
ernment’s attack on the power disposal 
agreement which brings the city 
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$2,000,000 annually “is clearly without 
merit.” 

If the present power disposal agree- 
ment had to be abrogated the city 
would be obliged to build or buy 
power distribution facilities in terri- 
tory now served by the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. Municipal power distribu- 
tion has eight times been voted down 
in San Francisco, the last time (last 
May) by a vote of 2.5 to 1. 


Construction to Start 
On Florida Air Base 


Construction of an air base in Duval 
County, Fla. near Jacksonville is to 
start immediately, according to a re- 
cent announcement by Rear Admiral 
Ben Moreell, chief of the Navy Depart- 
ment’s bureau of yards and docks. 

The work has been speeded up due 
to the international situation and $15,- 
000,000 has been allocated for initial 
costs. It had been previously stated that 
the Navy would take no construction 
steps until title to all of the needed 
land at nearby Camp Foster had been 
given the federal government. 
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NEW BRIDGE FOR U. S. HIGHWAY 80 AT FORT WORTH 


Pancras. CONSTRUCTION project nec- 
essary for re-routing of U. S. Highway 
No. 80 at Fort Worth, Tex., was the 
above bridge, known as the Lancaster 
Street bridge. The new route crosses 
Trinity River and passes through Trin- 
ity Park, considerable effort having 
been made to design a structure of 
Pleasing appearance. Deck trusses with 
curved bottom chords were selected for 
the park area and the main river 
channel; approaches are I-beam spans 
with massive concrete tower piers mark- 
ing the end of the approach spans and 





the beginning of the truss section, 
which consists of six 3-span continuous 
deck truss units. 

The contract price of the work was 
$557,000, the largest regular federal aid 
bridge project ever carried out for the 
Texas State Highway Department. The 
contractor was Russ Mitchell, Inc., of 
Houston with Ed Abbott, superintend- 
ent of the work. R. B. Alexander, senior 
resident engineer, under the direction 
oi D. C. Woodward, division engineer. 
represented the Texas State Highway 
Department. 
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Griffith-Bent Low Bidder 
For Friant Dam Project 


A combination of the Griffith Co. and 
the Bent Co., 418 So. Pecan St., Los 
Angeles, Calif:, submitted the lowest 
of five bids to the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion on Sept. 14 for the construction of 
Friant Dam, part of the Central Valley 
project in California. The low bid was 
$8,715,359, only $390,000 below the 
second bid, but nearly $4,000,000 un- 
der the highest proposal. The Shasta 
Const. Co., a combination made up of 
McDonald & Kahn, General Const. Co., 
H. J. Kaiser and J. F. Shea, bid sec- 
ond with $9,105,760. The third com- 
bination, bidding $9,197,169, included 
Bevanda, Jahn & Bressi, Dowling and 
R. G. Clifford. Another combination, 
including Winston Bros., Arundel 
Corp., Dave Thurston, American Con- 
crete & Steel Pipe Corp. and L. E. 
Dixon, bid $12,368,660. The high bid 
of $12,483,173 was submitted by Friant 
Const. Co., a three-firm group headed 
by Guy F. Atkinson. 

The contract includes 770,000 cu. yd. 
excavation for the dam, stripping 600,- 
000 cu. yd. from gravel deposits, han- 
dling 3,222,000 tons of aggregates, and 
placing 1,850,000 cu. yd. of concrete 
in the dam and 57,000 cu. yd. in 
appurtenant structures. All materials 
entering into the structure will be fur- 
nished by the government. 





Work on Denison Dam 
Not to be Halted 


The next move in the controversy 
between Governor Phillips of Oklahoma 
and the federal government over con- 
struction of Denison Dam (ENR, Sept. 
7, 1939, p. 1) was left up to the gov- 
ernor last week when Secretary of War 
Woodring flatly refused to halt work 
on the project. The secretary’s letter, 
moreover, reiterated the warning that 
Phillips must not expect to eliminate 
Denison and keep the other flood con- 
trol projects in the state. 

Woodring’s position received support 
last week from the President, who said 
at a press conference that the project 
definitely would be built. This was 
emphasized by the award Sept. 5 of the 
first construction contract, covering out- 
let works excavation and a temporary 
bridge to Geo. W. Condon Co. and 
John Kerns Construction Co. of 
Omaha. 

In his letter to the governor, Wood- 
ring said that “the right of the federal 
government to acquire lands... 
within a state, with or without the con- 
sent of the state, has been repeatedly 
upheld by the courts . . .” 

The dam is to be built on the Red 
River between Oklahoma and Texas. 
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Two railroaders tell it to a contractor—after all, it’s their 
railroad, and all he is doing is rebuilding 35 miles of it. 
Wm. Lowther, construction engineer for the Union Pacific 
in charge of reconstruction along the Bonneville Reservoir 
in Oregon, and Sam Murray, his boss out of the Portland 
office, get a laugh out of George Bonnell, superintendent 
for Morrison-Knudsen as they meet in a cut in the Colum- 
bia River Gorge section.

dusky, Ohio. The project, nearing com- 
pletion, includes a cellular steel sheet- 
pile cofferdam wall 3,500 ft. long, some 
3,000,000 cu. yd. of hydraulic fill and 
the most recent developments in car 
dumping facilities. 


Sandhogs, superintendents and en- 
gineers all look alike on the Chicago 
subway project.

New Contractor Named 
For Havre de Grace Span 


When Robert C. Reitz, of Lancaster, 
Ps. and contractor on the substructure 
for the new highway bridge over the 

anna River at Havre de Grace, 
Md., failed to return last week, (ENR 
Sept. 14, p. 321) the State Roads Com- 
mission issued a new contract for the 
substructure work to the McLean Con- 
tracting Co. of Baltimore. 

The new contract was let at the 
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request of the Hartford Accident and 
Indemnity Co. which had guaranteed 
the performance of Reitz’ contract by 
issuing a surety for $959,000. About 
50 per cent of the work on the sub- 
structure is complete and the new 
contractor will receive between $500,- 
000 and $550,000 to finish the job, the 
Baltimore company having agreed to 
do the work for the same figure Reitz 
had bid providing the bills for previous 
work are borne by the bonding firm. 

No trace of Reitz has been found 
since his disappearance Aug. 19. 


CONTRACTS anp CAPITAL 


Encreerine construction awards for 
the week total $69,348,000, an increase 
of 37 per cent over last week, but 16 
per cent below the volume for the cor- 
responding 1938 week. 

Private awards for the week top 
the previous week by 94 per cent, and 
are 154 per cent higher than a year 
ago due to the high volume of indus- 
trial building awards. Public con- 
struction exceeds last week by 16 per 
cent, but is 41 per cent lower than 
a year ago. 

Five large contracts totalling

Meet in New York 


Shore and beach preservation 
authorities discuss: federal aid to 
erosion control 


Activities of the federal government 
in matters relating to shore preserva- 
tion were the principal subjects dis- 
cussed at the summer meeting of the 
American Shore and Beach Preserva- 
tion Association held at New York 
Sept. 11-12. Conditions growing out of 
the war in Europe kept two of the 
scheduled speakers away, I. J. van 
Veer, Chief Engineer of Netherlands, 
and Major General J. L. Schley, Chief 
of Engineers, U. S. Army. 

Representing General Schley at the 
meeting was Col. E. J. Dent. He quoted 
the general as saying that it is essen- 
tial that the U. S. Beach Erosion Board 
continue its field investigations of 
coastal erosion problems and increase 
its program of scientific research at 
its Washington wave tank. The board 
will continue its program of cooperat- 
ing with colleges or universities hav- 
ing hydraulic laboratories that wish to 
conduct experiments in line with the 
board’s program of research, and will 
make its own information available to 
such institutions. The army engineers 
have interpreted this to mean only “fed- 
eral real property or direct government 
interest.” 

The board of directors of the associ- 
ation adopted a resolution declaring 
that nothing in Presidential veto of the 
general river and harbor bill could be 
construed as disapproval of Section 8, 
which established the principal of fed- 
eral financial aid for beach preserva- 
tion projects according to the amount 
of public interest. Under present law, 
the Beach Erosion Board reports must 
contain recommendation for amount of 
federal financial aid based on the ex- 
tend of federal interest. 

Major A. C. Lieber Jr., recorder of 
the Beach Erosion Board, reported that 
the board has completed its study of 
Hawk’s Nest Beach, Conn., and that 
studies were authorized on Aug. 14 at 
St. Simon Island, Ga., Presque Isle 
Peninsula, Erie, Pa., Erie County, 
Ohio, and Long Beach, Calif. Two of 
these are the first studies to be under- 
taken on the Great Lakes. At Hawk’s 
Nest Beach, the hurricane of last fal) 
did little damage to the beach proper 
as the waves broke above the normal 
wave range. Major Lieber reported that 
at least four hurricanes have struck 
the New England coast since the estab- 
lishment of the colonies. 

The board is giving much time to 
comparing experiments in the new 
wave tank with full-scale observations.
